Now York, March 14.— If plans 
now- afoot in m any lands a re carried 
to fulfilment, the coming May Day 
will witness the greatest demonstra­ 
tion 
by Socialists that th e world 
has ever seen. 
The demonstrations 
are being organized to celebrate the 
one hundredth 
anniversary of the 
birtli of Karl Marx, the founder of 
m o dern “scientific" Socialism under 
w hose (banner ten million voters are 
enrolled. 
J o h n Spargo, in his biography of 
M arx, published several years ago, 
declares: 
f I* [ 
“ ‘Socialism’ and ‘M arxism’ have 
becom e interchangeable as practic 
ally synonoraous term. 
In the great 
E uropean countries where Socialism 
is a power politically, the movement 
is alm ost wholly dominated and in­ 
sp ired by the thought and deed of 
M a rx .” 
K a r l Marx w as born in the old 
G erm an town of Trier. May (5, 1818. 
A fte r graduating from th e gymna­ 
sium of his native place he entered, 
th e University 
of Bonn and after 
spendin<r a ra th e r unprofitable year 
w e n t to Berlin in the fall of 1836. 
He studied only a little m ore suc­ 
cessfully at B erlin than lie had pre­ 
viously done at Bonn. 
Independent 
s tu d y outside of the university and 
his 
love affair and secret engage­ 
m e n t with Jen n y von Westphalen, 
his future wife, distracted him from 
w h a t should have been his main in­ 
te re st. 
Marx soon saw th a t the acad­ 
em ic career th a t lie had planned for 
him self was clearly out of the ques­ 
tion and an impossibility. 
Turned to Journalism . 
d ie then turned to journalism for 
a living and becam e a contributor to 
several political newspapers. 
Abso­ 
lutism was in the saddle, however, { 
a n d the German authorities would 
no t tolerate the opinions set forth 
by th e young radical. 
P aris became 
his home, and there for some years 
be continued to live in exile with 
his bride. 
In 1844 began the rela­ 
tion between M arx 
and Frederich 
E ngels, which term inated only with 
th e death of the former, 
T h e Prussian Governm ent caused 
th e removal of Marx from Paris ibe- 
i c a u se of his articles concerning the 
ty ran n y of the German princes, and 
he went to Brussels, whence he was 
expelled, returning to Paris after the 
r° \o lu tio r of 1848. 
A fter a short 
s ta y in Paris he removed to ‘Cologne 
a n d began to publish a radical paper, 
b u t after having been tw ice before 
th e courts of law he w as expelled 
fro m the country. 
H em m in g to 
P a r is again he was obliged to move 
on and went to London in 1 849 where 
he remained for the rest of his life. 
In his conjunction with his friend, 
Engels, Marx, in 1847, drew up the 
“ Communist Manifesto” which is the 
e a rlie st public declaration of inter­ 
n ational democratic Socialism.

w a s addressed to the laboring classes 
I o f a1 nations. 
In 1864, a t a meet- 
1 in g of English and foreign working- 
c la ss delgates in London, in support 
o f the Polish insurrection, the “In­ 
ternational,” a n association of work­ 
ingm en, was founded.

The “International” a im e d at a 
I reconstruction of society on the basis 
; o f labor 
a n d brotherhood. 
Three 
proposals w ere discussed. 
Bakunine,

ion that every social condition must 
be destroyed (before a n ew society 
cornu be built up.

This
